Santa Ana, Cal., Aug 23.— (Special)— 
I Bee by the press deapatcheB that some 
one in your city has drafted a series of 
resolutions, to be submitted to the Ot- 
tawa government, recommending that 
there be incorporated in the Dominion 
mining laws regulations forbidding aliens 
(unless for five years residenta in British 
territory) to own, lease or operate mining 
claims. On reading the above it oc- 
curred to me that it might be of interest 
to your readers to learn the exact statue 
ol the laws of the United States relating 
to alien ownership of mining property. 
They aire &a follows: 

U.S. statute of March 3rd. 18S7, chii p. 
340: " Be it enacted : That it shall be 
unlawful for any person or persons not 
citizens of the United States, or who 
have not lawfully declared their inten- 
tioibto become such citizen ... to 
hereafter acquire, hold or own real 
estate so hereafter acquired, or any in- 
terest therein, in any of the territories 
of the United States or in the District of 
Columbia, except such as may be ac- 
quired by inheritance, etc." 

Chapter 0. section 2,319, of the U.S. 
revised Statutes: "All valuable min- 
eral deposits in lands belongine to the 
United States ... are hereby de- 
clared to be free and open to purchase 
... by citizens of the United States 
and those who have declared their inten- 
tion to become such." 

Section 2,329 of the same: "Claims 
usually called ' placers ' . . . shall 
be subject to entry and patent under 
like circumstances and conditions, etc." 

Besides Uie above restrictions on the 
privilepea of aliens to bold mining and 
other property, the California legisla- 
ture, at a late session, passed a constitu- 
tional amendment (which was after- 
wards ratified by a vote ot the people) 
forbidding aliens to hold real estate of 
any character in the state. 

The effect of these laws is, as will be 
seen, that no Canadian, or other British 
subject, may lawfully gather a pan of 
auriferous gravel in any territory sub- 
ject to the control of the United States 
government (including, of course, Alas- 
ka), while American miners may freely 
carry on their occupation in Canadian 
territory on an equal footing with Bri- 
tish subjects. 

Under such circunistances it would 
scarcely be 8uj)i)0Hed by one not ac- 
quainted with the " tricks and the 
manners " of the people of "The Great 
Republic " (nothing will surprise those 
who do) that any cause of complaint 
could be found by its citizens against 
Canadian mining laws, especially since 
amongst all the wild rumors prevalent 
as to what the Dominion government was 
preparing to do in the premiees, there was 
no hint of any disciiminalion against 
American citizens, as such. Yet no 
sooner was it reported that the Ottawa 
cabinet were considerini; a proposition to 
modify the existing mining regulations, 
so as to meet the new conditions pre- 
sented by the almost unprecedented 
yield of golil on the Ivloiulyko region 
(thouj,'li tliL'Sc proposed ri'f;iiliUioiis bore 
as hardly upon Canadians as \i|ioii Am- 
ericutis), tlian tliere arose throughout the 
racilic states a howl of indignation and 
disiippointoil treed, wliich llowiug across 
the continent wag rellectcd back again 
to aiiguieut the clamor. Tlie fact is iJiat 
these people began to fear tliat the op- 
portunity at present afforded to Ameri- 
cans to grab the whole output would bo, 
at least to some extent, curtaileil. The 
collection of customs duties on the goods 
of miners entering, too, was instanced aa 
a gross insult to the citizens of this free 
republic, who claim the right to levy 
contributions on all the world and pass 
untaxed themselves. 

Ill order to prove, i"\Ir. Ivlitor, that I 
have not overstated my case, 1 send you 
two editorials, one from the San I'^ran- 
cisco Examiner and the other from the 
Los Angeles Herald (the latter is a cur- 
iosity). They present a fair sample of 
he stuff that has appeared in the 
journals of this country for the past few 
weeks, and truthfully reflect the opinion 
of the masses. Judge of the dilhcult 
position of a British subject, who 
wishes to retain bis eelf-respect, 
among such people. Such is 
their irradicable prejudice that, 
however much ho may desire to gain 
their friendship, (and aware of their 
many good (jualities, he naturally de- 
sires this) ho cannot do so without ad- 
mitting that white is black and right is 
wrong. For a subject of Great Britain, 
loyal to the country of bis birth, to suc- 
ceed in any walk of life in the United 
States is well nigh hopeless. It is not 
alone that the written laws stand in the 
way ot his preferment to certain em- 
ployments; of these he does not com- 
lain ; but there are far crneler ones, 



and worship our gods, neither shall ye 
eat." 

It seems to me, Blr. Editor, that equity 
would justify the enactment by the Do 
minion parliament of laws similar to 
those enacted by the United States con- 
gress given above, with a clause attached 
limiting their application to the citizens 
of countries enforcing similar laws. The 
United States could not consistently 
complain of such a law, because it would 
be in her power at any time to nullify its 
provisions by the sinsple expedient of 
repealing her own.

TUEISH PROMISES. 
Armenians Do Not Pnt Any Faith in Tbem. 

CoN'STANTiNOPLE, Aug. 24, — The con- 
fession of the two Armenians arrested 
on Saturday, at whose residences bombs 
were found by the police, is said to have 
been prompted by the Turkish authori- 
ties. The prisoners are alleged to have 
confessed that they intended to use 
bombs at the Eussian and German em- 
bassies. A circular letter received by the 
ambassadors of the power from the Ar- 
menian Daabnakzutrum committee, ap- 
peals to the pity of the nations oi Eur- 
ope not to allow the Armenian nation to 
be annihilated, asBests that Turkish pro- 
mises of reform are a dead letter, and 
in this extremity the Arminians are re- 
solved to carry out what is foreshadowed 
by the occurrences in August 20, 189G. 
These steps, it further states, are prelim- 
inaries of a plan the very idea of which 
fills them with terror. They declare they 
will not cease to act until their demands, 
which are sanctified by the blood of mar' 
tyrs, are Batisfied. 

It was on August 26, 1896, that the 
Armenian revolutionists made an attack 
upon the Ottoman bank, invading the 
French bank with bombs and revolvers, 
and killing a number of policemen on 
guard.

Va.vcouver, Aug. 23. — (Special) — J. 
Fleming writes from Skagway to Van- 
couver : " We, passencers of the steamer 
Capilano promised to help the Indiana 
widen the White Pass trail if they would 
pack our baggage at 16 cents per pound. 
We widened the trail when the Indiana 
refased to pack for less than SO cents. 
We took our guns out and lined up sur- 
rounding them. Some of us were pretty 
desperate. Several were going to shoot 
when the Indians threw up their arms 
shouting they'd take it through for 
nothing. We gave them .$15 a hundred. 
All of us shot the rapids in the canyon. 
It was a most terrible experience with 
coflin boats built here. There will be 
dozens drowned here and never heard of 
again, 

UNITED STATES TRADE. 

Nearly Half of Her Kxports Depend on Great 
Britain for a Market. 

Washixgtojj, D.C., Aug. 23.— The 
forthcoming annual report of the bureau 
of statistics will show the total valuation 
of imports and domestic exports of the 
United States by countries for the year 
ended June 30th, 1897. The largest 
trade was done with Clreat Britain, the 
imports aggregatint; .*167, 947,820, and 
the exports .f 178, 'lis, 592. Next in vol- 
ume was Germany, the imports being 
!fllO,210,614, and the exports .$123,781, - 
■153. France is third, with imports 
amounting to .$07,5.30,231 and exports 
$66,257,031. The imports from the 
Dominion of Canada during the year 
amounted to .$4.0,309,387, and the ex- 
ports $58,-105,048. 

The percentage of the trade of the 
United States with foreign countries 
during the last year is given in part as 
follows: Great Britain, imports, 21.90; 
exports, •15.97. German}', imports, 
14.57; exports, 11.91. Fiance, imports, 
8.84; exports, 5.48. British Is^orth 
America, imports, 5, . '!3 ; exports, 0.28. 
Brazil, imijorte, O.O.'i; exports, 10.18. 
•Japan, imports, 3.14; exports, 1.2G. 
China, imports, 2.G7 ; exports, 1.13.

(From Our Own Oorrespondentl 
Ottawa, Aug. 23.— (Special)— The de- 
partment of customs is now considering 
a case involving the extension of the 
12}. 2 per cent, reduction to French goods 
imported into Canada through Liverpooj 
houses. Pending the decision of the 
controller, importers have been requested 
to pay the full duty under protest. 

Yielding to representations of Edmon- 
ton people, arrangements were com- 
pleted by Hon. Mr. Sifton before he left 
for the seaside to-day that a small con- 
tingent of Mounted Police shall at once 
proceed to the Yukon gold fields from 
Edmonton. The route to be taken will 
be by way of the Peace river, the 
Lesser Slave lake, the Nelson river, the 
Liard, Dease and Pelly rivers. Distance 
to Dawson from Edmonton is about 
1,300 miles. As the Mounted Police are 
to take their horses with them, it is 
obvious that the authorities consider 
that the route to be adopted is practic- 
allv, or at any rate, is worth eonsideriog. 
It has been represented to the govern- 
ment that advantage of route Ey Ed- 
monton is a cheap food supply, both for 
men and horses. The country is snch. 
that cattle or paok-horsos can support 
themselves. It is contended that a pack- 
horse will carry from 200 to 300 pounda, 
and in a train one man can manage five 
horses travelling fifteen miles a day, 
provided, of course, the trail ia good. 

Hon. Wm. Pugsley, of St. John, ia 
here. He has just returned from New 
York, where he says the Klondyke fever 
Bti-ongly prevails. On behalf of New 
York parties, Mr. Pugsley gives notice of 
application to parliament to incorporate 
the Klondyke and Peace River Gokt' 
Mining and Transportation Company. 
The company seeks power to build 
roads and bridges through the Peace 
River country to navigate the waters of 
the Yukon, and to charge tolls thereon. 

Joseph Ladu, owner of the townsite of 
Dawson City, who is here, strongly 
warns people against attempting to ea- 
ter the Yukon country this fall, andpre- 
dists that some of those who have gone 
up will assuredly starve. 

Complaint having been made that 
Canadians not been properly treated at 
Dyea and Skagway according to terms of 
agreement entered with the United 
States government representations were 
made to the authorities at Washington 
and a telegram came on Saturday from 
the assistant secretary of the treasury 
promising to see that things are sec 
right at once so that there will be no 
discrimination against Canadian inter*

This sort of 
thing may seem peculiar but it is a state 
of affairs not uDrommon in the interior 
towns of British Columbia and one made 
possible by die large numbers of Ameri- 
cans in them. 

Under Mr. Kine'a direction the iCoo- 
tenaianluid been, if not avowedly of Am- 
erican leanings, at any rate anything 
but Canadian. When I assumed con- 
trol of the paper I gave it a distinctly 
British and Canadian tone, and while 
not, I submit, aggressive, unfair or un- 
generous to the Americans in any way, 
pointed out the obvious fact that the ac- 
tion of tbe Americans in driving Cana- 
dians out of the states, under the alien 
labor law, waa bound to provoke repris- 
als. The publication of these senti- 
menta eeemed to annoy Mr. King, and 
ho siiolte to ine about tiio matter. I told 
him that I was a Canadian, that British 
Columbia was a Canr.dian province ami 
Kiislo a Canadian town, and tliataa long 
as I controlled tbe policy of the Rooten- 
aian it wonld be a Canadian paper. 
I pointed out the fact that the 
American prospector wan leeeived^ witli 
wide open arms in British Columbia and 
Canada generally, while in the states a 
Canadian was not allowed to stake a 
claim. I added that an alien labor law 
was being rigidly enforced in the atatea 
againat Canada, and, while in Canada 
no barriers had been raised against 
American workingmen. And I said 
that in my opinion the influence of 
British Columbian papers should be 
e.verled towards inducing the Americans 
here to use their influence to have the 
United States alien labor law repealed, 
and that in the event of anti-Canadian 
tactics being jieraisted in, it would be 
incumbent upon Canadians to adopt 
lei^islation ainiilar to that now in opera- 
tion acroas tlie bonier. In other words, 
wlutt 1 asked was tiiat Canadinna should 
be put upon the same footing in the 
states that Americana are in Canada. 

1 do not think, and I imaciua that 
moat reasonable people of whatever na- 
tionality will agree with mej that there 
was niiytliiug that could be regarded aa 
ungenerous, unreasonable or unfair in 
all this, but_on the morning of August 
10 Mr. King came to Sne-,iin^.' told me, 
what 1 afterwards fouiicl'Wft^'-Jibsolntely 
true. thPt irly Oanadlstn sentlmpntB were 
giving oflence to a number of the paper's 
friends, who threatened to withdraw

STSEET IMPROVEMENT. 

On Monday next the taxpayers will be 

called upon to vote upon the street im- 
proveDient by-lasv. It ia to be hoped 
that they will take up the matter intelli- 
gently and display an active interest in 
it. There is a disposition in Victoria, as 
in every other country, to regard city 
politics as more or less a bore, but as 
nothing comes much closer to us all than 
the condition of our streets, we think 
that the cuetomary apathy of the public 
in such matters should not prevail in re- 
gard to tho proposed by-law. 

The necesaity for street improvement 
ia admitted by everyone. The improve 
ment ought uot to be confined to carriage 
ways only but should be extended to the 
pidewalks. Many will say that the side 
wilks need more attention than tho 
streets. We think these propositions 
will be admitted: 

The streets in the busineaa part of the 
city need to be paved. 

Permanent sidewalks are needed in all 
the main business streets. 

The principal arteries of travel away 
from the business centre need improve 
ment. 

The property owners in the business 
rentre do not appear to be ready to bear 
the expenne of permanent paving for the 
streets, and until they are ready there is 
no use in talkimr about an expensive 
permanent ])aveinent. The first of the 
three ijropositions may therefore be die 
missed from present consideration, and 
we may substitute for it the repair of 
the streets in the business centre so as 
to fit them for service for a few years 
longer. Thus amended the propositions 
above set forth are substantially what 
the ratepayers have to consider. We 
Bubmit that they have many things to 
recommend them. 

The sidewalks all over the city are 
greatly in need of repair, and it is be 
yond all question that a system of gen- 
eral improvement must be at once be- 
gun, unless we are content to have Vic- 
toria bear a very unenviable reputation 
in regard to its provisions for pedes- 
trians. It is simply out of the question 
to permit the existing state of things to 
continue. While not underrating the 
needs of the residence streets in this 
particular, we agree with those who 
think that the streets in the business 
centre call tor attention lirst of all, 
especially as they can he improved un- 
der a system tiiat will leave money at 
the disposal of future city councils 
to extend the improvements to 
other parts of the city. While 
the proposed by - law is not 
a hard and fast arrangement 
in all its details, it provides for per- 
manent sidewalks on the most used por- 
tions of tho busineas streets and to leave 
those streets in first class condition 
ior the putting down of pavements 
whenever the property-holders are ready 
to bear their share of the expense. We 
would like to see more than this under- 
taken ; but if this is all we can have, and 
apparently it is, why not have it? Some 
$1,000 or ^5,000 is to be expended in put- 
ting the carriageway on these streets in 
< good condition, so that the proposed ar- 
rangement would make the chief busi- 
ness streets quite presentable, and tho 
only amount which would not be for 
permanent improvement is the compar- 
atively small amount above mentioned 
ior repairs. 

The second feature of the proposed 
improvement is the macadamizing of 
several of the chief avenues of travel. 
Fort street, from Douglas to the public 
jhojpital; Yates, from Douglas to its 
j.iDotion with Oadboro Bay road ; Doug- 
iai. for its eatlrelenKthj Store street and 



the Esquimalt road to the city limits. 
Humbolt from Governmeufc street to 
Park road. Government street from 
Johnson to the Fountain and the Gorge 
road to the city limits, are to be macad- 
amized. The idea ia to make these 
streets equal ab least'to the macadamized 
road to the outer wharf. The latter is 
very satisfactory, and if the streets 
mentioned are made as good, the people 
of Victoria will have very good cause to 
congratulate themselves. 

As to the matter of expense, the Mayor 
points out that when the loans, which 
are about to fall due are paid, the rev- 
enue will be relieved of charges which 
equal annually over .$1,000 over and 
above theinteiest and sinking fund on 
tho proposed new loan. That is to say, 
after tho lapse of less than two years tho 
city will, without increasing the rate of 
taxation, be in receipt of enounh money 
to pay the charges on account of the pro- 
posed improvements and will have up- 
wards of ^4,000 a year to add to the regu- 
lar road fund, which will make the 
money available for that purpose sufli- 
cient to inaugurate a coinprehensive sys- 
tem of street improvement. 

There are very many things in favor 
of the proposed by-law. Doubtless argu- 
ments against it can be suggested ; but 
tho plan proposed is perfectly feasible, 
it will entail no charges upon tlio tax- 
payers in excess of those they 
now have to bear and it will 
greatly improve the condition of theoity. 
The taxpayers might do very much worse 
than give it their hearty endorsement. 
We trust the question will be very fully 
discussed during the present week. 
" "We want good roads." Here is a plan 
whereby we can make a beginning at 
supplying this want. We do not aay 
that a better plan cannot be devised, but 
we do know that no better plan has been 
suggested. Practically the question be- 
fore the people is whether they will have 
this plan or nothing ; for if this, tho only 
definite scheme of street improvement 
that has resulted from ttie recent agita- 
tion, is voted down, we may feel very 
sure that some time will elapse before 
auy one proposes another. 



that the public may see what it is that 

is assailed by inuendo, what it is that 
these factious and irresponsible critics 
insist is worthy of utter condemnation. 

Probably there ia no other instance in 
Canadian politics where a ministry has 
been assailed with the sort of criticism 
that has been directed against the gov- 
ernment of British Columbia. Some 
01 ita critics, like the Timea, simply 
give vent to the jaundiced views, 
that have resulted from repeated 
diaappointmente. Some, like the West- 
minster Columbian, are in opposition 
aim ply because the accidents of politics 
placed them there. Some, like tho Nel- 
son Tribune, attack the government be- 
cause those behind it are ambitious for 
personal ailvancement. Some, like the 
Eossland Miner, are hostile chiefly be- 
cause of their ignorance of provincial 
politics. Their sole bond of union is the 
fact that they are not in power. They 
agree on no lines of policy. They are 
scarcely less opposed to eacli other than 
to the government. Those of them who 
have had experience in public life have 
demonstrated their unlllnesa for it; 
those of them who have had no experi- 
ence have exhibited in countless ways 
their utter lack of appreciation of the 
principles and rules of conduct which 
actuate public men. A considerable 
jiortion of them believe in tho America 
doctrine that " public office is a private 
snap,'' and as all they want power for is 
to profit by what they believe are the 
opportunities for self-aggrandisement it 
aflbrds, they imagine that those who 
occupy positions of trust are dishonestly 
proflting thereby. There never was such 
an opposition. 



LOCAL POLITICS. 

If we may judge from tlie columns of 
the Times, the sole hope of the opposi- 
tion in local politics consists of an 
ability to repeat, parrot-like, vague and 
pointless allegations against the govern- 
ment. The idea of venturing to make 
specific charges has been wholly aban- 
doned, but the hope is cherished that by 
saying violent things and saying them 
often enough the public can bo got to 
think that aomething must be grievously 
wrong. The opposition fear to make 
specific aasertions, because they know 
that they will be confronted with specific 
refutation. They have tried it, and 
found out to their sorrow that their pet 
grievances exist in the imagination. 

So far as the government is concerned, 
the ministers may well regret the char- 
acter of the campaign against them ; not 
because it ia one that ia at all calculated 
to win, but because they are debarred 
from showing the baselessness of the 
opposition's charges. It ia easy to say 
that such and such a minister is a bood- 
ler, but it is not so easy to take up every 
one of his public acts aud show it to be 
tionest, for that would take an inter- 
minable time and subject him to the 
charge ot defending what was not at- 
tacked. Surely a minister of the crown 
is entitled to as much fair 
play as a common criminal, who 
belore he has been called upon to plead 
has a right to know with what he ia 
charged. If the most miserable creature 
in the country were indicted for being a 
thief he could decline to plead to the in- 
dictment aud would bo discharged, be- 
cause nothing Biiecific was alleged 
against him. In the old law books it is 
said it is not actionable to say of a man 
" Vou are a thief." hut it ia actionable 
to say of him " You are a thief, for you 
stole my horse." Surely before Minis- 
ters of the Crown are asked to reply to 
assertions that they are dishonest and 
incompetent, they have a right to know 
wherein they are alleged to have done 
wrong or omitted to do right. 

The government liaa everything to 
gain from the most rigid inspection of 
its [lolicy and its ministerial acts. The 
statute hooka give abundant proof of its 
industry ; the public accounts bear evi- 
dence ot ita economy: the general "con 
dition of the public service establishes 
its efficiency. The public service may 
for convenience be divided under the 
following heads: 

Finance. 

Public works. 

Administration of Justice; 

Public Lands. 

Agriculture. 

Mining. 

Legislation. 

Education. 

These eight heads will, we think, cover 
the whole range of the public service, 
and we have no hesitation in again chal- 
lenging the opposition to come forward 
with specific criticisms that can be as- 
signed to a place under either of these 
heads, or under some other head, 
whicli ought to be included in tho list. 
We do not promise to wait until such 
criticisms are made before defending the 
record of the ministry. It may not be 
good policy to begin a defence before the 
attack, but since it seems impossible to 
force the opposition to adopt open and 
manly tactica, it may be advisable to lay 
the whole record of administration open, 



promote the basineaa of the Victoria 
outfitters or anyone else. 



Ln' order that Coloni.st readers may 
understand tho sort of tactics the Times 
resorts to we may mention that it des- 
cribes a recent reference to Mr. Hewitt 
BoBtock in these columns as finding 
fault with that gentleman because he 
has wealth and attributing lo him base 
motives. If that can be spelled out of 
the article we will retract every word 
that was in it. The references to Mr. 
Boatock were kindly, were meant to be 
HO and were so understood by every one. 
So far as there was any imputation of 
base motives, it was against those, who 
for their own selfish ends, are seeking to 
get Mr, Eostock into the local political 
arena.

A coiiUKspoxDENT residing at Santa 
Ana, California, gives the provisions of 
the mining laws of the United States as 
far as they relate to aliens. These laws 
have been adopted to prevent what is 
likely to occur in the Yukon country. It 
is the American theory that no one 
should be allowed to possess tho full ad- 
vantages o( citizenship without accept- 
ing its full responsibilities, or at least 
without giving an earnest of his inten- 
tion to do so by making the neceaaary 
atatutory declaration. In the light of 
the history of the United States it can- 
not be said that thia policy has not much 
to recommend it. So well satisfied with 
it are the American people that not the 
sliglitest attempt has ever been made to 
change it. We have hitherto pursued a 
very difTerent course in Canada. Almost 
every privilege of citizenship is open to 
aliens. We do not call the voting power, 
eligibility to ofliee, obligation to military 
service, and tho like, privileges. These 
are responsibilities. As long as an alien 
refuses to accept these responsibilitiea 
in the United States be ia debarred from 
the privilege of mining in all the S&tes 
and even from purchasing real estate in 
many of them. We think it might be 
well for us to take pattern by our neigh- 
bors to some extent in these matters. 



Wk present the statement of Walter 
C. Nichol, giving the reasons why he 
severed his connection with the Kaalo 
Kootenaian. It is interesting reading, 
and shows the sort of joarn'alism that 
may be looked for in some parts of Koot- 
enay. The Kootenaian ia one of the 
papers that has been loud in ita clamor 
against the provincial ailminiatration. 
Mr. Nichol took the politics of the paper 
in that respect as he found them. Much 
of the opposition to the government in 
Kootenay comes from the American ele- 
ment, who would oppose any Canadian 
government for no other reason than that 
it was composed of Canadians. These 
Americans, who seek to run the pro- 
vince, are the fond allies of the Times of 
this city. It is about time that they 
were told that unless and until they take 
upon themaelves the reaponsibilitiea of 
citizenship, they would do well to ceaae 
their indiscriminate abuae of the min- 
istry, if nothing more. 



TiiHui; are some advantages of Britifch 
connection which most of ua do not 
think of, but they touch us nonetheless 
closely on that account. They are 
something like the atmosphere, which 
we do not feel because it is about ua on 
every aide. Alone Canada would hardly 
be a great power. As a part of the Jiri- 
tiah lOmpire it ia an integral portion of 
the greatest power the world haa ever 
seen. It would not be easy to express 
tho value of this in dollars and cents, 
but if we may judge from the tone of a 
section of the American press, tliis is all 
that enables Canada to be iiulojieiulent. 
There have been a dozen occasions in aa 
many years when conscienceless politi- 
cians in the United States would have 
precipitated hostilities against Canada 
if it were not for British protection. 



Wk would not venture to dispute the 
opinion of tho British Coluiulna I\Iining 
Critic on any subject under tlie sun, It 
knows more about every (niostion that 
ever was or can bo propounded than any 
other man or possible conabination of 
men. At the same time it may be well 
to say that in endeavoring to allay the 
alarm felt by tho friends ot Ihose who 
have started [or the Yukon, by pointing 
out tho actual character of thodidiculties 
and hardshipa to be encountered in the 
North, and the reasonable prospect that

TOO EXPENSIVE AN AFFAIR. 

Victorians Will Have to Continue Getting 
Weather Forecasts in the Old 
Way. 

In reply to a petition forwarded to 
Ottawa some months ago praying for the 
establishuient in Victoria of a modern 
weather bureau, the following aelf-ex- 
]>l&uat0Ty letter has been received from 
the Hon, L. H. Davies, minister of 
marine and fisheries : 

" In answer to the i)etition in refer- 
ence to the meteorological station at 
Esriuimalt, I beg to state that while it is 
quite true that the system of storm 
warnings is in vogue in many of the l^a- 
citic ports, a very larije expenditure is 
made b}' the United Stnti;8 weather 
bureau at the most important weatlier 
stations. At Portland, Orccon, the 
chief station of the North Pacific Coast 
district, a printed map is published 
daily, and I understand that at least ten 
clerks are employed in "the preparation 
of this map. 

"The cost of extending the daily 
forecast and storm signal service of Brit- 
ish Columbia would probably amount to 
$5,000 per annum, and it would entail 
the starting of Barkerville, British Col- 
umbia, as a telegraph reporting station, 
and the telegraphing each day of some 
20 United States and Canadian station 
reports to Victoria, The department is 
not yet prepared to organize such a 
system for British Columoia in view of 
the large expense involved, or until par- 
liament votes the necessary funds."

BROWN BURLED. 

Only the Victims' Wonderful Constitution 
Enabled Him to Keep Off 
Seatb So Long. 

That everything poagible was done by 
the medical fraternity to avert a fatal 
termination of tbe snQerings of the late 
Mr, George W. Brown, and so incident- 
ally to save Aiken from the grim neces- 
sity of answering to the capital charge, 
goes without saying. But few people 
are aware, perhaps, of the assiduousness 
with whicii ]>r. O. M. Jones devoted 
liimseU to the uaee. The latOBt inven- 
tion in the photographic world, of which 
so much is heard and so little under- 
stood, the X rays (a complete apparatus 
of which Dr. Jones owns) was employed 
for tbe purpose of obtaining a thorough 
knowledge of tbe course taken by the 
bullet, and thoueh unfortunately with- 
out avail, noetl'ort known to the science 
was spared to prolong, and if possible 
save Mr. Brown's life. 

The results discloeed by a post-mor- 
tem examination revealed what had al- 
ready been approximately ascertained, 
the bullet being found lodged in one of 
the jo'nts of the vertebral column at the 
base of the skull, so that the neck of the 
unfortunate victim was broken, and 
even had the bullet been extracted dar- 
ing life a fatal result was inevitable. 
The medical fraternity, to whom the 
case has been one of more than usual in- 
terest, consider the fact of the deceased 
living since Jlaroh IS with injuries such 
as he had sustained and with the bullet 
lodged in what is invariably a fatal spot, 
as convincing proof of the possession of 
a marvellous constitution and a power 
of enduraaco seldom met with. 

The funeral took place on Sunday af- 
ternoon from the deceased gentleman's 
late residence at Beecher Bay, the re- 
mains being interred, in pursuance of 
his dying request, alongside those of his 
son, on the farm. Hay. Father AlthofT 
performed the last sad rites in the pre- 
Hcnce of a large number of mourning re- 
latives and friends. 

Aiken, who is confined in the provin- 
cial jail, preserves the same air of non- 
chalance which has characterized him 
since bis arrest, and which may be at- 
tributed either to an inability to realize 
the gravity of the charge to be preferred 
against him, or tbe belief that lie will be 
able on his trial to demonstrate his ab- 
sence of wrongdoing.

THE CUliLIS'rEK INQUIRY. 

A Sliip Carpenter's Evidence and Aiiotlier 
Adjoiiriiiiient. 

The inquiry into the chargea made 
against Captain Colliater, inspector of 
hulls, was continued on Saturday even- 
ing by Captain Gaudin, the only witness 
examined being Oliver Richards, a ship 
carpenter, who came over from Taooma 
to give evidence. Kicharda, who was 
foreman under the contract given to Mr. 
Shaw, said he was invested with full 
control, and that Tagg was employed by 
him aa an iron-worker. Tagg, he con- 
sidered, WBB a first-claea workman, and 
his (Richards), first intimation of any 
trouble was given to him by Tagg, who 
informed him that the inspector was in- 
terfering with his work. 'I?ag8; had been 
finishing some brittle straps, and after 
waiting some time Kichards went to 
look at the work and found Mr. Darling, 
the manager of the company, and Mr. 
CoUister talking together. In reply to 
Richards, Barling told him that Tagg 
had been " rude to Mr. CoUister," and 
as his company could not aflbrd to bave 
any trouble with the inspector he had 
better diamisa Tagg, as Mr. Colliater 
would not have him working on the 
boat. Richards thereupon dismissed 
Tagg, but Biibsequently asked Mr. Col- 
lister his reasons for wishing Tagg to be 
diacbarged. Mr. CoUister replied: 

" I will not have him working here at 
all; there is a crowd here who are in- 
triguing against me and trying to get me 
out of my position." 

Continuing, the witness said the in- 
siiector declared he would not let any of 
the crowd who were working against liira 
have work on any boat he had anything 
to do with. Kicharda said: 

" Well, you bave nothing to do with 
tiiia boat,'"' and Mr. Colliater retorted: 
"I've got some bills to sign and 
I've got something to say about it." 

In reply to Mr. Powell, witness said 
that Mr. Darling's statement to the 
eflect that he(Darlini!) was solely re- 
sponaiblo for Tngg's dismissal was not 
true, as Mr. Darling distinctly told him 
that CoUister would not have Tagg there 
at all, and Gollister had confirmed this 
in his converaatiod with witness. That 
Tagg was hindering the work, as stated 
by Mr. Darling, was also untrue, as Tagg 
was doinK exactly as he had been told 
and would not have been hindering any- 
body. 

The in(iuiry will probably bo resumed 
on Wednesday or Tluirsday, aa there are 
still one or two witnesses to be exam- 
ined, but a conclusion cannot be reached 
until after the return of the Islander 
from the North, Captain John Irving'a 
evidence being neceeeary.

Alderman Partridge Besigna from 
Finance Committee, and Fonud- 
keeper Mclnnes Drops Out., , 



New Uniforms for the Police Force 
—Wash House By-Law 
Ij'iually Passed. 



Very few citizens attended the weekly 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen last 
evening, and those present were not 
favored with anything of a particularly 
striking nature, although the resignation 
of Alderman Partridge as a member of 
the finance committee bade fair at one 
time to assume the dignity of a " squab 
ble," but thanks to the good tact of His 
Worship, the matter was kept within 
the bounds of a personal explanation 
from the alderman who was dissatisfied 
with his position on the committee on 
money spending. 

The resigning alderman's revenge was 
not loug in coming, if such was what he 
would have wished, for when the matter 
of tenders for the new clothes for the 
" boys in blue " came up the want of a 
gentleman on the committee who, in the 
words of Alderman JlcCandless, " knew 
a tweed from a beaver" became appar 
cut, and Aid. Parlridgu's name was 
coupled with tlie finance committee to 
decide upon the ((ueatiou to whom the 
contract should be awarded. 

-liter the reading and adoption of the 
minutes, a communication from Pound- 
keeper Mclnnea resigning his position 
was received, and on motion the resigna- 
tion waa accepted. Aid. Harrison in- 
cidentally mentioning that although he 
was chairman of the pound committee 
this waa the first intimation he had re' 
ceived of the resignation, 

The Mayor explained that Mclnnes 
being attacked with Kloudycilis in a 
Eeveteform there was no time for the 
matter to be referred to the committee, 
and as Mclnnes had appointed a man to 
look after his work until the end of the 
month and Mrs. Mclnnes waa attending 
to the financial portion of the work hi 
thought all had lieen done that could be 
done. It was decided to ailverlise for 
a|)plifaiila for the vacated jiosition. 

.Mr. .1. K. Jennings wrote niakinj 
claims u|)on tiie council for $1.00 th 
amount of damage sustained by him in 
the breaking of a pair shafts while driv 
ing along Pandora street, owing to the 
presence of a lartie boulder in the road 
way and the matter was referred to the 
Street committee for a report. 

Messrs. M. K. .Smith & Co. applied for 
permission to _ lay an underground 
liydrant opposite their factory on 
Niaiiara street, in order to ensure them 
eliicient protection in Case of fire, and 
the reiiuest was, on motion of Aldermen 
Harrison and Hall, referred to the tire 
wardens and water commissioner to re 
port. 

Alderman Partridge's resignation as a 
member of the finance committee then 
cauie up as a communication to ttie 
council, whereupon Aid. Hall said he 
would like to hear Aid. Partridge give 
the reasons which had prompted film to 
take that step. 

Hia Worship said ho would like Aid, 
Partridge to tell them his reasons ; he 
had talked the matter over with the al- 
derman and asked him to reconsider his 
determination, and now would again ask 
him to do so. 

Aid. McCandless emphasised what had 
been said, whereupon 

Aid. Partridne said he had hoped the 
aldermen would have accepted his re- 
signation from the finance committee 
without compelling him to say anything 
in regard to it. lie knew he was looked 
upon as a " kicker," but in justilication 
of his [josition he aaked the Mayor 
whether lie (the .Mayor) waa entitled to 
authorise the expenditure or payment of 
money without referring the matter to 
the finance coaumttce, appointed for the 
purpose of overseeing such expondi 
ture. The alderman jjroceeded to refer 
to the payment of a sum of 
:f75 for work done in opening 
the cemetery books, which in his 
opinion could have been done by the 
clerks in the ollice, and also questioned 
the legality of the payment of a sum of 
.i;!JOO to Mr. H. P. Beil on either the Slst 
May or 1st of June, which was not 
brought up before the council until the 
5th of ,Iuue. Some work also had been 
authorized by the Mayor to be done on 
bridges, and accounts for the work kept 
coming in, but although lie had asked 
the chairman of the street coiiiiuittee 
about it he could not obtain any infor 
Illation, and he found that now the 
aceonnts for the work had readied the 
snni of 4;l,lil)0 whicfi had apparently 
lieen paid without the sanction oi the 
finance committee. 

Tlie Mayor, in reply, pointed out that 
in the eslimatea there was a sum of ^y,f>0 
set apart for the jjurjiose of paying for 
any extra work in any department in 
the discretion of the Mayor, and the sum 
of $75, which had been paid for the work 
on the cemetery books, waa jiaid out of 
that sum quite legitimately. Aa to the 
ifOOO paid Mr. Bell, the Mayor exphiinei 
that the matter waa brought before the 
council, and paid on the authority of the 
council; and in regard to the work done 
on the bridges, that matter had already 
been explained, and he did not 
think it necessary to bring it up again 
All he would say was that he waa. there 
to look after the safety of the public, and 
acting in that poaition, a week or so be 
fore the .lubilee he had given instruc 
tions to the engineer to exiiuiine the 
bridges and the work had been done in 
consequence of that examination and the 
matter had from time to time come up 
before the council. 

Alderman Partridge insisted upon 
(lUCBtioning the right of the Mayor to 
pay Mr. Bell $'.»00 and ask permission 
from the council after the payment of 
that sum, and the Mayor replioil that if 
he had done anything illegal or uncon- 
stitutional Aid. Partridge had his rem- 
edy, and the matter dropped. 

Ilia Worship appointed Alti. Vigelius 
to fill the vaciincy caused by Aid. Part- 
ridge's resignation. 

Reports from the street and finance 
cominitteea were then read, and on 
motion adopted. Aid. Harrison called 
attention to an item of $7 charged for 
biirying a horse as being exorbitant but 
the Mayor explaiiieil tiie animal had to 
be hauled a long distance and the item 
went through.

This was just what a num- 
ber of Unionist gentlemen wtmted, for 
it happened that ii littlo "event" kuowti 
as the Ciold Cup was to be dcoitled that 
afternoon at Ascot, and, much as it 
grieved tlK-m to miss the eloqucuce of 
Mr. Storey, they were bound to choose 
between the two attractions. So — possi- 
bly with grieved hearts, and also possi- 
bly not — they hied them to the royal 
heath in comfort aud ctmteutnieut. 

On returning they "looked iu" to the 
house of commons to see everything 
was all right andfotmd that every thing 
had been all wrong. For the sagaoions 
Suuderlaiid Radical, having glanced 
around him and beheld tho poverty of 
the land, thought that his own words 
might be silvern, but a division would 
bo golden. Accordingly he stated hi.'J 
intention not to indulge iu further crit- 
icism, and before the few Unionists 
could recover from their amazement or 
put up a man to talk against time until 
tiio Ascot visitors returned a division 
was called. 

A few of tho "early birds," having 
.missed tho last r.tce iu order to reach 
Westminster as speedily as iiossilile, 
drove into Palace yard as tho leather 
lunged policemen were sht)uting " 'Vi- 
sion!" Tho dread word, borno on the 
summer breeze, told its own tale. Into 
tho lobby they mshed like madmen, 
just in time to save tho government 
from an awkward defeat. Mr. Storey, 
though not a sportiug man, smiled 
sweetly. He hatl been dono by "only a 
short head." And ho would have actu- 
ally won if a dozen horse racing lovers 
of his own side of politics had not also 
abjured Westminster for the pleasant 
plain of Berkshire. Thus was Mr. Stor- 
ey preveuted from bringing off a glori- 
ous triumph. 

Tho moral of tho tale is the fallibil- 
ity of human natnre — oven Badical hu- 
man nature. "The Cup" begat Mi. 
Storey's fearfttl hope of "a coup," and 
ho very nearly succeeded in bringing it 
oif. .Siuco that timo tho party "whips" 
have marked tho Ascot Thursday with 
a black mark and token heed unto their 
forces. 

By way of revenge it was tho Ascot 
Friday — whicli nobody troubled to 
think about — that ruined the lioseberj 
government iu 1805. Men wont awtiy 
to see tho racing, and on returning to 
town found, when dining at the club, 
that an ardent band of astute diplomat- 
ists had skillfully toppled over Sir Hen- 
ry (.'ami)bell-B;inneruiau, the war min- 
ister, on the comparativtdy iusignificant 
question of cordite. It is a hard thing, 
after a"blark" week iu backing horses, 
for a poor legislator to find him.self face 
to face with the terrors of a general 
election. — London Telegraph. 

PAPER MONEY. 



Tlio KindH of Currency That Are Used hy 
l-crclKu Countries. 

The Bank of Fnglaud note is C innlies 
by 8 in dimensions and is printed in 
black ink ou Irish linen water lined p:i- 
jier, plain white, with ragged edges. 
Tlu^ notes of the Baiiqu(i do Franco uro 
mado of whito v.'ater lined paper, print- 
ed in blue and black, with numerous 
mythological aud allegoriciil pictures, 
aud ruuuing in denomination from the 
25 frano note to tho 1,000 franc. Soutli 
American currency, in most countries, 
is about the sizo and appearance of 
American bills, except that ciunaiiion 
browii aud slato blue aro the prevailing 
colors and that Spanish aud Portuguese 
are the preruiling languages engraved 
ou the face. 

Tho ticrmau currency is rather ar- 
tistic. Tho bills aro ]irinted in green 
and hhick. They run iu denominations 
from B to 1,000 marks. These lattei 
bills aro printed on silk liber ]i:iper. 

Tlio Chiueso paper currency is in red, 
white and yellow, with gilt lettering 
and gor^^eous little hand drawn devii es. 
The bills, to the ordinary financier, 
might pa.ss for washing bills, but thoy 
are worth good money in the Flowery 
Kingdom. Italian notes ore of all sizes, 
shapi s and colors. The smtiller bills, 5 
aud 10 iiie Hides, are printeil on wlnte 
pa]icr in I'lnk, blue ;md ctirmino inks 
and oruamented with a finely engraved 
vignette of King Humbert. 

The ICQ ruble note of Kussia is barred 
fniiii top to bottom with all tho coloi> 
of tlie rainbow, bli nded as when shown 
through a prism. In the center, in Imld 
relief, stands hj.rge, finely e.xecuted 
vigliette of the Einpftt>s Catherine I. 
This is in black. The other engraving is 
not at all intricate or ol.tborate, but if. 
well done in dark and light broWu and 
black inks. The Australian bill is print- 
ed on light colored thick paper which 
shov s none of the silk liber marks ra 
geoinotrio lines used ia^ American cur- 
rency as a pi'dl66lioU against counter' 
fciting. — Gloldea Days. 

Rnblnstoln's DiBilluslons, 
The pcsthumous "Souvenirs" of Ru- 
biusteiu iu tho Vom Pels zum Mcei 
contain some of the disillusioba of a 
great musician.

Tho language of eriminal.s — tho .irgot 
f)f Paris, tho "pattcT" of London — hai 
been carofmlly iuvestigatod by numor- 
ouH writers, with very variant results. 

Its origin is dllHoult to explain. 
Criminals, say many author.'!, haya 
found it uecessaiy to tidopt a technical 
language for their own protection, thai 
tliey may bo able to converse in public 
without being understood. "Thoy have 
been forced to do this and have made a 
language as sinister aud as vilo aa them- 
selves." This theory cannot be admit- 
ted. Cortainly thu argot is sinister tmd 
vile ajid thoroughly representative ol 
tho class that uses it, but further than 
this wo caniaot go. 

Tho fiieoiy that tho use of this dialed 
Is of liny assistance to the criminal ia 
inadmissible. Most policemen aud all 
prison ofHcers know this slang, some- 
times better than tho thieves. To speak 
it in tho hearing of a detectivo is to in- 
vite arrest; to speak it iu the presence 
of tho general public would arouse fiu.s- 
pioion aud attract attention — two things 
which are especially to bo avoided. 
Why, then, does it exist? Dr. Laurent 
of the Santo prison in Paris has giveu 
au e.\-i)!anation which has at least noth- 
ing to contradict it: Tho persons en- 
gaged iu every trade form a species of 
dialect or technical phraseology whinh 
is spoken and understood only by them- 
selves, Criminal-s, who practico a trade 
as old as any, have gradually acquired 
a Inuguago moro adapted to their wants, 
inoro in keeping with their ideas and 
thenghtn. Miserable, heartless, engaged 
in a perpetual struggle against moral- 
ity, law and decency, they hare ac- 
quired a language ot debased words and 
cynical metaphors, a language of abbro- 
viatcd espreseions and obscene syuo- 
Jiym.s. 

Tliis dialect has mutilated thomotlioi 
tongue. It has also borrowed liberally 
from other languages, but withoutmeth- 
od or etymology. Criminals are not 
grnnmariuus. Neither aro they lin- 
guists, aud at first" sight it would seem 
strange that they should import words 
from other couutrics. Wo will find, 
however, that in anyprison the percent- 
age of inmates of foreign biith will ba 
large. In America it is about 15 per 
cent. A foroign e.'cprcssiou which secjus 
apt or uM improvement on tho one in 
pre.'.-ent u.so is rapidly diffused throaghi 
tlie prison. Iu cases where it iscspeoial- 
ly descriptive it may becoino permanent, 
but its life is usually short. The tirgot 
of tho crimo cltiss changes tnaterially 
(iTCTv two (ir three yeiir.s. It is cpheia- 
eiaJ, a.s sliiftiug as its users. Victor 
Hugo exaggerates only slightly when lie 
says, "Tho argot changes more in ton 
years than the language does iu ten cen- 
turies." Thus in tho last three years 
tliero htive beeu three difft.H-ent terms 
for wiiteh — "super," "thimble" and 
"yellow nnd white" — each of which 
WHS iu its turn tlio only ouo used. 

livery writer ou tho subject has no- 
ticed that the argot is rich is expres- 
sions to denote certain common actions. 
This is a ])ccli;irity shared by all primi- 
tive languages, tiio only differeaco being 
in tho selection of tho commou acts. 
Thus in Sanskrit there are nearly 100 
roots which express the idea of killing 
or wounding, without couuting second- 
ary ileiivatioii.s, .Sonic of these roots are 
eiiiboilifd in our language today. In tbti 
dinlei't of tlie thieves there .ire nearly 
lOU ciiircssion.s to signify theft. It was 
necessary for the pickpocket to describo 
tho various pockets in a man's clothing 
and in a woman's dress. Tho average 
man docs not of ton need to specify a 
particular pocket. When ho does, ho 
lays his hand ou it to assist tho poverty 
of his language. The thief has a sepa- 
rato name for each separate pocket. ' 

But iu spitf? of this richuo.'-s in syu- 
cnym.s, which is in itself a nuirkcd sign 
of degeneracy, for the tenduiicy of a 
];m[;n;ige is to eliminate its synonymy 
giving to oiicli a dillereut shade' of 
meauing, the argot is a poor la:iguago. 
It has not a single exjiression for ab- 
stract eiiiotion. To attempt to reader a 
pliildsoiihic thought, a moral emotion, a 
synthetic or tii.sthetie itlea into tho dia- 
li^ct of the thief would be like attempt- 
ing to translate "electricity" or "steam 
eiigiuo" into Latin. It is impo.ssille bo- 
cau.>-'e the words d<i not exist. They aro 
not ni ( (led. The criminal lia.s uo moro 
eoneeiilion <if tibslract emotion than □ 
blind nmii litis of color. 

A fact wiiich does not Koem to ally 
tho argot (o :•. priniitive hmguuge is its 
abiliir to form additiiuial words from 
i(.s OM 11 re:^onrcrs, a power of self de- 
velopuieiit which wo find in tho oH 
A]iglo-,S!\j;oii, anil especially in the Ger- 
man of today. This trait is tho mora 
striking as it seems iu direct contradic- 
tion to tho impofenco of the Englisli 
huiguiige in this resiU'Ct. Tho Rnglisk 
has litth' foniiiitive power. It relies oit 
tho Greek tiiid Latin languages fox the 
extension of its vocabulary. — A. "C. B. 
Croftou iu Popular Science Monthly.

To those who had come to the conclu- 
sion that the Klondyke excitement had 
practically subsided the steamer Queen, 
when ahe called here early yesterday 
morniDg, was an elo^aent object lesson. 
She reached port shortly before one 
o'clock and left three hours later. Her 
excuraionista were bat four in number, 
including the well known Col. Chad- 
bourne of San Francisco, but her paeaen- 
ger list for bkagway waa limited only by 
tbe ship's aceommovlation, There were 
in all 147 pilgrims in tbe steerage and 
about an eclual number in the saloon, 
while — Btrangeat ol all for tlie exclusive 
and luxurious Queen — ninety or a liun- 
dred horses, sixty oxen, slieep, mules and 
ponies were included in the freight. All 
wore comfortably stowed away and gave 
no trouble, with the exception of one 
particular cayuse whose fame will go 
down to future generationa as that of 
meanest, meekest, toughest, crankiest 
and generally most cantankerous piece 
of horsetieah that it haa been the itais- 
fortuiie of anyone in these latitudes to 
run foul of. If all the profanity and ill- 
feeling of which he has been the cause 
since he embarked is charged against 
him, he at least will never get to Dawson, 
for he will be crushed beneath the weight 
of invective, if not oveircome alreaay, 
by the magnitude of his oSending. Tbe 
paasengera by the Queen are for the 
most part, of course, the typical 
prospector, with whose cbaracteristics 
generally Victorians have become "well 
acquainted during recent weeks. One of 
their number gazed over the rail at the 
sleeping city with afFectionate regard, 
for he was himself an old Victorian — 
Fred, Q. White, who formerly managed 
the diatrict telegraph office here — and 
has many friends here whoso gcod 
wishes go with him. Another passen- 
ger who boarded the ship at Seattle 
had a tale to tell which merits 
investigation by the Board of Trade. 
He had, he aaid, purchased a 
few articles for immediate use in Seattle, 
but sent to Victoria for tbe major por- 
tion of bia outfit. Tbe order was taken 
by a Mr. Ball, who represents the Vic- 
toria house in question in the Sound 
city, and the outht was shipped to Seat- 
tle for forwarding by tbe Queen in bond 
to the JTorthwe&t Territories. But here 
the American euatoms oflieera at the 
Sound got in their work for Seattle. 
They declared that neither the law nor 
precedent would juatify them to allow 
the Canadian goods to go through in 
bond unless they were shipped direct 
from the port of Victoria. Nor in view 
of these facts would they permit tho 
outfit to be returned to Victoria to the 
firm that had supplied it. They would 
not say what tbe purchaeer could do. 
They would only advise him to buy an- 
other outfit in Seattle and save trouble, 
abandoniug No. 1 to its fate. But this 
the purchaaer declined to do. After be- 
ing treated so unfairly, in the supposi- 
tion that he could be driven to buy 
where he did not want to, he did not, to 
uee his own words, " propose to give the 
d— sharpers the eatisfactlon ot heating 
him that way." He accordingly order- 
ed a second outfit to be delivered on 
board theQaeen at Victoria, which was 
done. As for No. 1 — he does not know 
what will become of it. It ia still in the 
bands of the officials at Seattle. 

ASCnORS IN THE ROADS. 

The 0. P. R. Bteamfiliip Empress of 
Japan arrived in the Royal iioads last 
night on her way to the Orient. At S :30 
o'clock the tug .Sadie loaded down with 
paasengers and passengers' baggiige left 
the inner wharf to tender ou the big 
white liner, but on reaching the outer 
wharf Captain Berry came to the con- 
clusion, after meditating seriously on 
the matter for some time, that the 
weather waa too stormy for further pro- 
cedure.

STILL SBANDING SEALS. 

Frofessor Jordan Explains In Seattle What 
is Being Done on tbe Island. 

The revenue cutter rash, with Prof. 
David Star Jordan aboard, arrived here 
at 11 o'clock Saturday night, 10 days from 
St. Paul island. Her miasion north was 
to start the work of branding seals, and 
to aid in other scientific investigation in 
behalf of the fur seal ccmmiasioii, and 
in addition to bringing news of the suc- 
cessful inauguration of the branding, 
brinjis yenorrU news aa to the Bealin^ 
vessels, the Klondyke escitement, and 
the safety of the ateainer Excelsior. 

The Kuah left San Fraaciaco on May 5 
and called here on her way North. At 
Dutch Harbor she met Prof. Jordan and 
his party on July 21, The party includ- 
ed Prof, David Starr .Jordan, Prof. Elmer 
E. Farmer, Prof. Thomas D. Wood, Ar- 
thur J. lAlvvards, Howard S. Warreu, 
Arthur 11. Greely, Trevor Kincaid, Rob- 
ert I'l SnodgrasB. They went at once to 
St. Paul island, where the work of brand- 
ing the young female seals was com- 
menced. 

Tlio Rush left the party, and for sev- 
eral days engaged in patrol duty about 
the islands. Thirty sealers were operat- 
ing about tho island, hut none of them 
had violated the law when the Rush left. 
When she returned to St. Paul island 
several thousand of the ecala had been 
brantied, and Prof. Jordan and the other 
niembora of the scicntilic party were re- 
joicing in tlio complete ouccesa of the 
plan. The Riiah then took a section of 
tho party, including Prof. Jordan, to 
I'ribilof islanda. 

Joiilan landed and made a careful o.^:- 
amination of the herds and rookeries. 
While at Dutch harbor it waa learned 
that three of the crew of the revenue 
cutter Perry, fired by the news from the 
gold fields, deserted, and, etealing a boat 
from the North American Commercial 
Company, started across the open sea on 
~00-niile journey. Tliey etolo saila 
provieione from tlic Perry, but it is 
feared that they will never reach their 
doatination. The J'erry mot the Excel- 
sior at Dutch harbor. All were well on 
hoard, and ahe Imd had a good trip. 

Prof. Jordan expressed himself as 
greatly pleased with tbe trip and the 
complete aiiccess of the branding. He 
is at work on bis report, and it will be 
filed shortly after his arrival at San 
Francisco, where he hurries without 
delay. He left Prof. Farmer and bis 
party at St. Paul Island and lie was 
carrying the braDding work forward with 
great success. O. £. Olark and l^rof. 
Wood returned on the Bush. 

Ed Gilbert, who shipped from Seattle 
on the sealing schooner Elsie, was 
brought home from Dutch harbor on the 
liuah. He developed a felon at sea nnd 
blood poiBonin)^ reaultetl from it. Ho 
became ho eick tliat tho schooner landed 
him at Dutch harbor, and he waa sent to 
the ho8))ital for treatment. Passage was 
secured for him on the Eush, and he ar- 
rived home perfectly well. — Poat-Intel- 
ligencer,
